In a 47-minute broadcast ad-

The Allies’ “hour of greatest ef- 
fort is coming” but “to deceive and 
baffle the enemy there will be 
many false alarms, feints and dress 
rehearsals.”

Allied Arts Council 


Edmonton people who are aware of the 
excellent work it is doing will note with 
pleasure that the Allied Arts Council has 
secured permission from the Public Library 
Board to lease the basement of the South 
Side library for a workshop.

Mosquito Abatement 


Impressed by the representations of 
Professor John H. Brown, lecturer in en- 
tomology at the University, that Edmon- 
ton is due for a severe plague of mosquitoes 
this summer, the civic authorities propose 
to spend up to ten thousand dollars to 
abate the nuisance. 

This is a sound and timely decision, 
particularly so since the experience of some 
other western cities has shown beyond 
doubt that mosquitoes definitely can be 
abated. Saskatoon has had considerable 
success in this endeavor and Winnipeg 
spends from ten to seventeen thousand dol- 
lars each year on this project with notable 
results, 

The task of abating the mosquito nuis- 
ance is of much more importance than a 
contribution to citizen comfort—although 
that is important enough. While it is not 
yet shown that mosquitoes carry any other 
disease than malaria, it has not been shown 
that they do not. As a matter of fact, many 
of our mysterious summer epidemics may 
eventually be traced to that source.. Cer- 
tainly it is a reasonable assumption that 
the introduction of insect matter, plus 
whatever may be carried from the blood- 
stream of one individual to another, can 
hardly be beneficial to health. 

It is important, then, from more than 
one standpoint, that a determined effort be 
made to get rid of these insects which, year 
after year, plague the lives, not only of 
householders, but of those who indulge in 
wholesome outdoor sports.

The Basic Fact 


Since Ontario has not been buying very 
much Alberta coal, and at times could not 
get much if it were wanted, no great im- 
portance may attach to the announcement 
that freight cars for hauling coal to points 
east of Winnipeg will not be available 
until the end of April. Should the mines 
be closed—a danger that may be more ap- 
parent than real—the fact will of course 
have no bearing at all. 

But assuming that some arrangement 
will be made at Ottawa which will enable 
the mines to go on operating—failure in 
which respect is unthinkable—there is a 
hopeful inference from the announcement 
that freight cars will be available during 
the summer to handle the output, whether 
to Ontario or to points in the western 
market. 

It is to be hoped that some means will 
also be found if and where necessary to 
make it possible for consumers all over 
the country to make use of the cars by 
laying in next winter’s coal supplies dur- 
ing the summer. The past winter has been 
mild, and spring is due to arrive. But 
these considerations do not alter the fact 
that the fuel situation in Canada is basic- 
ally no better than it was a year ago. 

It was the good fortune of people in 
western Canada that they did more shud- 
dering last fall at the prospect of a coal 
scarcity than they had to do during the 
winter months, History may not repeat 
in that respect when another winter rolls 
around. As last summer and the summer 
before, it will be the part of common 
Sense next summer to get the bin filled long 
before cold weather comes,

A Side-Result of War 


Nobody outside Nazi and Fascist and 
Japanese circles can have a good word 
to say for war. But plenty can be said 
for the initiative that is galvanized into 
activity in wartime. 

An instance is the establishment of the 
synthetic rubber plant at Sarnia. Nothing 
was much farther from the intentions of 
the government and private industry, nor 
from the interest of the public, five years 
ago than that Canada should start pro- 
during its own rubber. But this is now an 
accomplished fact, for the Sarnia plant 
can produce as much of the artificial kind 
as the rubber that was used in the Dom- 
inion in pre-war days. 

In some respects the synthetic rubber 
is less useful than the natural brand, but 
its quality is being improved and its adapt- 
ability broadened by research and ex- 


perience, There is a fair prospect that by 
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the time. the war ends Canada will have 
no further need to import the hardened 
juice of the rubber tree from tropical 
countries because of any defect in the arti- 
ficial substance. 

As yet the cost of manufacturing syn- 
thetic rubber is out of line with the peace- 
time cost of tree rubber. The cost now is 
about 40 cents per pound. But it is expected 
to bring the figure down to 20'cents in a 
matter of weeks, and eventually to 16 
cents. At the latter point the home-pro- 
duced rubber will be as cheap as the im- 
ported. 

Necessity is still the “mother” of in- 
vention, and when the Japs grabbed the 
rubber-producing territories in the south- 
ern Pacific area they created the necessity 
that spurred invention and enterprise—in 
Canada and elsewhere—to develop a sub- 
stitute for the essential commodity thus 
cut off from the world markets. A toler- 
able substitute has been found, and it is 
being improved and cheapened, That cer- 
tainly would not have happened if the 
Tokyo bandits had not raided and stolen 
the plantations. 

Hon. C. D. Howe says tires are so scarce 
that even the army is being compelled to 
use retreads on service vehicles. What 
chance the civilian pleasure driver has to 
get a new set does ny need explaining. 

British Columbia police at Chilliwack 
are looking for the party or parties who 
started multiple fires in a junior high 
school and damaged the building to an 
estimated amount of $50,000. No, Chilli- 
wack is not in the zone where the Sons of 
Freedom reside. 


Washington reported 26 Japanese ships 
of assorted types and sizes sunk last week. 
This figure may or may not include 7 sunk 
and 3 damaged by British submarines. 
Assuming this duplication, a total of 653 
Jap vessels had been sunk, probably sunk 
or damaged by Allied submarines alone. 
If they averaged 3,000 tons each, the ton- 
nage thus destroyed or put temporarily 
out of commission was about one-third 
that of the merchant marine with which 
Japan entered the war. This of course 
leaves out of account ships sunk or damag- 
ed by airplanes and those which have met 
disaster otherwise than from Allied action, 
while engaged in war service. Dec. 7th. 
1941 is turning out to have been a bad day 
for Japan’s merchant marine.

earth”. That was 
some time before 
the Nazis discov- 
ered that the ape- 
like Japanese, 
whose name in 
Chinese actually 
does mean “mon- 
key-men”, were 
also a master race. 

We can all 
remember of 
course, how this 
German hypocrisy 


Harold L. Weir 
gradually broke down, how Musso- 


lini speedily degenerated from 
patron to jackal, how the Nazis be- 
gan openly to refer to their Ital- 
ian brothers as “dirty” and “stupid” 
and “cowardly”, and finally, how the 
Italian war machine slowly went 
to pieces until it became an Axis 
liability rather than an Axis asset. 

But even after the Italian sur- 
render to the Allies, Hitler main- 
tained some pretence of affability 
towards Mussolini and the fascist 
organization. When Mussolini was 
kidnapped by Germans from his 
hideout, Hitler embraced him.

For the Roman Empire haunts 
the political dreams of millions of 
Europeans. To them, that long de- 
ceased organism still represents the 
utmost in authoritarian power, the 
very acme of imperial endeavor. 
To them, the Roman Empire is still 
the only authentic empire and any 
conquest leading to an amalgama- 
tion of European states, to be genu- 
ine, must contain, somewhere the 
Roman flavor. 

In short, there 1s a vague and 
idiotic notion in the more reaction- 
ary European mind that God gave 
Rome a patent on conquest. Hitler 
wished to acquire those patent 
rights, or, at least, to operate under 
them, 

The Fuehrer, of course, had no 
conception of an Augustine empire. 
But, somewhere at the back of his 
mind, there must have been a hazy 
notion about the Roman Empire of 
Charlemagne. If one Teutonic bar- 
barian found it necessary to crown 
himself in Rome in order to legal- 
ize his pillage of Europe, then, Hit- 
ler must have reasoned, the same 
process and authentication would 
do another Teutonic barbarian no 
harm. 

At any rate, even though Italy 
had turned into an Axis liability, as 
I have said, Hitler was astonishingly 
anxious to maintain the Italian con- 
nection. And the explanation I have 
given of this anxiety is perhaps as 
good as any other. 

Not even his closest intimates 
have ever known what wild 
thoughts and ambitions have cours- 
ed through the madman’s head. 

This week it became known that 
Italy had paid a terrific price for 
her friendship with this German 
Caesar. Like the other German 
Caesars, Hitler had robbed Italy 
blind. 

It has been suspected for some 
time, of course, that German “col- 
laborators” in Italy have been ship- 
ping tons of famous pictures and 
statuary back to the Rhineland for 
so-called “safe-keeping”. But it ap- 
pears to be even worse than we 
had thought. 

It is now known that since the 
collapse of Italy, these Hunnish 
jackals have removed to Germany 
every last ounce of the Italian gold 
reserves. Since the Italian surren- 
der, twelve Jong trainloads of pre- 
cious art objects, jewelry and so 
on have been sent home by the 
Nazis. Trainloads of stolen Italian 
furniture have headed for Bavaria. 
And it is known that 3000 carloads 
of further valuable loot are ready 
to leave the country.

Under the auspices of the Edmon- 
ton branch of the Canadian Soviet 
Friendship League, a most valuable 
organization which, without political 
bias or any kind of fanaticism, is 
endeavoring to promote good rela- 
tions with Russia, it was my good 
fortunte to sit in on two or three 
most interesting and enlightening 
conversations with this brilliant 
Russian motion picture director.

I should like to say most emphat- 
ically that I carried away from those 
discussions, not necessarily a favor- 
able impression of Communism, but 
certainly a most powerful impres- 
sion of the sincerity and humor and 
kindliness with which the Russian 
people are trying to work their com- 
munistic program oul. 

Mr. Altzev, of course, is a typical 
new Russian. He began life as a fac- 
tory worker and rose to his present 
artistic eminence through hard 
study and ability. He presents Com- 
munism enthusiastically, but with 
no illusions about its infallibility. 
Certainly there was none of that 
patronizing condescension about his 
presentation that characterizes the 
proselytizations of other political 
protagonists. 

Indeed, I could detect no symp- 
toms of proselytization at all. He 
answered questions honestly, critic- 
ally, wittily but not in the least 
pontifically. 

He gave no indication that he 
eared a tinker’s dam whether his 
listeners approved his doctrines or 
not.

There was one striking touch 


| which I should like to pass on. His 

insistence upon interpreting the 
{wee of his welcome here as a 
tribute to his country. Whatever 
compliments were paid to him per- 
sonally he immediately transferred 
to Russia and its army. It occurred 
to more than myself that something 
of this impersonal attitude, this 
selflessness, might be profitably 
adopted in this country. 


Notable, indeed, were his lack of 
egotism, his anxious hope for world 
accord, his freedom from fanaticism 
and the earnestness of his faith in 
the destiny of the Soviets. 


His realism and his humanisg, 
typically Russian, appeared to have, 
perhaps paradoxtcal®, an instine- 
tive more than a rationalized back- 
ground of deep religious feeling. 


If Mr. Altzev is the typical new 
Russian, many of us have misjudged 
the Soviet Union rather tragically. 

It is my conviction, for what that 
conviction is worth, that the people 
of Russia have achieved at least a 
very high conception of human re- 
lationships. °

16 PENALTIES CALLED 

Referee Bill Chadwick ruled with 
an iron hand, inrposing 16 penalties, 
nine in the first period, five in the 
second and two in the third. Cana- 
diens drew nine and Leafs seven. 
All minors, they covered practically 
the whole range of hockey sins. 

In the first period both teams 
took turns at playing two men short. 
However, none of the three goals 
was scored during the penalties. 

Canadiens went into the lead on 
a flukey goal in the first period on 
a sizzling shot from the stick of 
defenceman Glen Harmon from out- 
side the Toronto defence—struck 
rookie Ted Kennedy's leg and 
glanced into the nets past Paul 
Bibeault. 

The tying goal came midway 
through the second period off 
George Boothman’s stick on a play 
engineered by defenceman Walter 
(Babe) Pratt.

ing nations will hurl themselves 
upon the foe and batter the life 
out of the cruelest tyranny which 
has ever sought to bar the pro- 
gress of mankind.” 


Mr. Churchill, just back from a 
rigorous field inspection of the) 
United States army in Britain, | 


noted the large German forces tied 
up in Italy “while other even more | 
important events which might re- 
quire their presence are impending 
elsewhere.” 

Of the British and American war 
effort he said: “It would be quite 
natural if our Soviet friends and 
allies did not appreciate the com- 
plications and _ difficulties which 
attend all sea crossing 
is the word—operations on a large 
scale.”

He added, “When I look back on | 
the 55 months of this hard and ob-| 
stinate war, I still rate highest | 
among the dangers we have over- | 
come the U-boat attacks upon our | 
shipping.” 

After speaking first of the pro- 
gress of the war against Germany, 
Mr. Churchill then turned to the 
war against the “equally barbarous” 
Japanese. 

“It is 


possible,” he declared, 
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“that the war in the Pacific may 
progress more rapidly than form-

weakness. The attrition of their 
shipping, especially their tankers, 
and their air forces has become 
not merely evident but obvious.”

Old Age Pension 


The Edmonton branch of the 
Army and Navy Veterans’ As-

City Council {Economic Order to Provide Work 


Will Consider 
Wage Requests 


Wage increases and working 
conditions requests of civic em- 
ployees will be discussed at the | 


regular meeting of the city council | 
Monday night. Application was 
made by the executive of the | 
Edmonton Civic Employees Fed- 
eration to appear before council 
following a deadiock in negotia- 
tions between executive members 
of the Federation and the city 
commissioners. 


: In a lengthy report the commiss- | 
ioners outline the wage increase re- 
quests from the federation, and also} 
the counter offers made by the 
commissioners. These offers have) 
been rejected by the spokesmen 
for the employees as being well be- 
low the standard now being paid in 
other western cities. 

The commissioners point out that 
civic superintendents also inter- 
viewed the commissioners, pointing 
out that they have not received any 
cost-of-living bonus ‘payment, and} 
also that they have been discrim- 
inated against by a prolonged sys- 
tem of percentage deductions and 
flat rate increases with the result 
that the salaries of some superin- 
tendents are no higher than they 
were in 1913, whereas practically all | 
other classifications have increased | 
since that time. 


WOULD COST $320,200 


It is pointed out that the wage 
increases and cost-of-living bonus 
increases asked for by the employ- 
ees would cost a total of $320,000, 
while increases recently agreed to 
by the Edmonton Builders’ Ex- 
change for temporary and seasonal 
workers, and which will have to be 
paid these classifications by the city 
would add an additional $12,000 to 
the payroll costs. 

The first offer made to the em- 
ployees by the commissioners 
would cost $69,000, inclusive of 
cost of seasonal and casual work- 
ers; and the second, $91,200. 


Council will be asked to pass a 
resolution to be sent to the Town 
Planning Commission seeking the 
re-zoning of lots two to ten on the 
east side of 84 street on 110 avenue 
from a light ind&try to a one- 
family dwelling district.

For All Is Said Essential Need 


“We must evolve an economic 


order that will provide workers | 


with the opportunity to work, and 
to work under favorable condi- 
tions so that they can make for 


themselves the provision all of us 
want to make for our declining 
years,” Rev. Father J. C. Foran 
said Sunday afternoon. 


Addressing more than 300 per- 


| 
}sons at the concluding session of 
| the 


Catholic Laymen’s Forum, 
sponsored by the Edmonton Coun- 
cil, Knights of Columbus, Fr. Foran 
gave “The Answer of the Church” 
to the solution of our social and 
economic problems. 


CATHOLIC REMEDY 


“The Catholic remedy for the 
economic emancipation of the 
masses,” he said, “is more and 
more owners of private productive 
property.” 

However, he pointed out, the 
technique to be applied in this re- 
storation of ownership is the con- 
cern of the civil government. 

Fr. Foran emphasized that “we 
are not compelled to make any 
choice between the capitalistic sys- 
tem nor the system of the “collec- 
tivists, the communists, socialists 
and their fellow travellers. 


“Between the extremes repre- 
sented by monopolistic capital- 
ism,” he continued, “on the one 
hand, and socialism on the other, 
there lies a middie and an infin- 
itely wiser course. 


“This is the course advocated by 
Catholic social teaching,” he said. 
It maintains the right to private 
property, but maintains that man's 
right to property is a limited one. 
“His right ceases when his posses- 
sion conflicts with the common 
good.” 

Fr. Foran said that “The state 
can adjust ownership to meet the 
needs of the common good.” 


PRIVATE PROPERTY 


He pointed out that while the 
Catholic church permits its mem- 
bers to support, if they so desire, 
the political platforms and social 
| policies advocated by the C.C.F.,| 
this does “not indicate, even in the! 
mintuest degree, the abandonment) 


economic order, are certainly a 
step in the right direction and 
are deserving of commendation, 
nevertheless, both plans for post- 
war reconstruction fall short of 
their purpose.” 

“Their basic weakness,” Dr. Foran 
said, “is that they take for granted 
that large numbers of workers will 
never be absorbed by industry and 
that, as a consequence, they will 
never be gainfully employed, or at 
the very best, will suffer periodic 
spells of unemployment. 


STAND ON OWN FEET 

“The crying need of the day is 
an economic system that will stand 
on its own feet,” he said. 

To bring about such an economic 
system, he said, “first of all, rela- 
tions between capital and labor 


must be improved. The church 
can lay down the principles govern- 
ing this particular problem as well 
as the complete renovation of 
society, but the technique to be 
employed, the mechanics of recon- 
struction — these are the concern 
of civil government.” 

The church recommends to- 
wards the solution of improving 
relations between labor and 
capital, he said, participation of 
labor in the management, profits 
and ownership of industry on a 
basis to be determined by a just 
and courageous government, and 
the abandonment of the motive 
of profit for profit’s sake. 
However, “the basic plank in the 

platform of Catholic social reform 
is the diffusion of ownership. Mon- 
opolistic capitalism has resulted in 
the concentration of ownership in 
the hands of a few. 

“Socialism and communism advo- 
cates the transfer of all ownership 
into the hands of the state.” In 
both cases, you have concentration 
of ownership with its consequent 
loss of true liberty for the indi- 
vidual, he continued. 


PLEADS FOR LIBERTY 
“Catholicism pleads for the re- 
storation of liberty through the me- 
dium of widespread ownership of 
property. What we need, then, and 
what Catholic social teaching advo- 


of Catholic vindication of the right 
of property. We still believe in pri- 
vate property,” he said. 

“Nevertheless,” he added, “de- 
spite our defence of the right to 
private property, we also hold that 
this right is a limited one, that it 
is subject to just measures which 
may be taken by the state to pro-

in any other way.” 

Fr, Foran discussed recent post- 
war reconstruction plans such as 
the Beveridge plan in Britain and 
the Marsh plan here in Canada.

Although most doctors frown 
upon the use of the word bilious, I 
find that many patients complain 
of biliousness and it is certain that 
a sick man is not concerned so 
much with the correct name of his 
symptoms as he is with relief. 


When the average layman de- 
velops a certain set of symptoms he 
immediately pictures himself as 
bilious. We can not get very far 
away from the fact that the name 
biliousness has come to stand for 
something in the popular mind, and 
the average person readily under- 
stands what is meant by it, whereas 
he might be confused if a different 
terminology were used. 

The patient who is bilious is 
blue, depressed and weary; he has 
a headache, coated tongue and poor 
appetite.

As a general rule, he 
will feel miserable for a few days, 
after which the liver readjusts it- 
self and the symptoms disappear, 

The most common cause of bili- 
/ousness is overeating and particu- 
|larly the overuse of rich foods, The 
}patient with a sluggish liver and 
|any of these bilious symptoms will 
do well to omit fats, greasy foods, 
sugars and starches for a time, and 
to use a larger amount of vege- 
tables instead. 

When the body is enervated by 
bad habits other than incorrect 
eating, the liver may seem to be 
junable to take care of an extra 
amount of heavy food. Any habit 
which wastes energy which should 
|be given to the liver will in time 
induce a sluggishness of this organ 
jin those with a tendency to bilious- 
| ness, Late hours, worry, excitement, 
and other excesses are therefore 
potent causes of bilious symptoms 
as they may deprive the liver of 
the energy it needs to function. 

It is especially important for the 
patient with any tendency to bili- 
ousness to maintain strict intestinal 
cleanliness. If the colon refuses to 
empty itself normally, then the 
enema may be used temporarily to 
secure an immediate cleansing. In 
the meantime, the patient should be 
learning how to adjust his diet so 
as to provide more bulk with the 
idea of re-training the colon to 
cleanse itself with regularity. 

Vigorous exercise is another 
helpful measure which may be used 
in banishing biliousness. Correct 
diet, intestinal cleanliness and 
plenty of exercise are the three

most important aids which may be 
employed in helping the liver to 
function well enough so that no 
further trouble is experienced. 

During the actual attack of bili- 
ousness, the patient will often ex- 
perience marked relief by going 
on a diet of only green vegetables. 
Two or three meals a day should 
be used, which are made up of any 
vegetables with butter as a season- 
ing; while others prefer to use their 
vegetables in the form of a non- 
starchy soup, taking several small | 
meals a day of this soupy mixture 
whenever -they get hungry. Gen- 
erally this vegetable regimen needs 
to be kept up only two or three 
days at the most. 

To get the quickest results it is 
best to take one or two enemas a 
day to keep the colon clean. It is 
perfectly safe to use as large an 
amount as desired of the vege- 
tables. They will prevent a desire 
for other food for which the patient 
may become “lonesome” unless 
well filled with the vegetables or 
vegetable soup. 

If there is considerable head- 
ache, dizziness or nausea, the 
patient is better off in bed. Usually 
the symptoms will soon pass away 
and afterward it is important to 
adopt better habits of living whieh 
will prevent further attacks.

And Mine

One of the main reasons for 
giving a small child attention so 
as to end his crying, it to prevent 
his building up the crying habit 
as a consistent pattern of be- 
havior. Babies cry because there 
is some cause for it. If we hunt 
for that cause, meanwhiie attend- 
ing to them to make them com- 
fortable, when the cause is re- 
moved they stop crying, If we 
allow them to éry it out, even if 
we remove the cause, they may 
still remain crybabies, 

A reader is convinced that her 
child is a crybaby. “From the time 
we brought our child home we 
never had a night's sleep or more 
than three hours rest in daytime. 
We though it was colic. We thought 
it was hunger, At four months we 
thought it was teeth. At nine 
months she still cried but it was 
turning into a whine. 

“Now at 21 months she eats and 
sleeps well, has 20 teeth but still 
whines and pulls at my skirt and 
doés a lot of actual crying. I have 
lost 30 pounds since she was born. 
She is worse when we are alone. 
When there are other children, 
even adults, she behaves very well. 

“Should I take a job and put her 
in a nursery school I don’t want to 
neglect or be unfair to her, as I 
don’t need the money. Any sug- 
gestions would be welcome.” 

Because you have lost 30 pounds, 
stay home, or do volunteer work 


and put your girl in a nursery 
school. It's obvious she _ likes 
company. Her pattern of conduct 


with you has always been a crying 
or whining one, She will learn to 
act differently in a new environ- 
ment. 

Also, she will see how Other 
children act and will be impressed 
by them and become imitative of 
them. 

Parents often under-estimate 
the stomach capacity of small 
children. One that | know was 
a crybaby in the hospital and at 
home until, despite his tender 
age, he was weaned and began to 
get formulas suited to a child 
twice his age. Very early he was 
introduced to food. He is the 
best-natured baby one could im- 
agine. To have interpreted his 
cries as pain, pr fed him in- 
adequately—because more food 
seemed so ludicrous—would have 
had no such results. 

It's still a good idea to hold to 
the belief that most colic is hunger 
and act accordingly.

MONTREAL, March 27.—(CP) 
—Volume of traffic, including 
freight, passenger, mail and ex- 
press, of Canadian Pacific Rail 
way Company in 1943 reached 
levels never attained before, its 
annual statement issued yester- 
day reported. The statement was 
signed by D. C. Coleman, presi- 
dent. 


The document announced _ that 
financial results of operations show 
ed a moderate improvement over 
1942, which, however, was “not in 
proportion to the increase in traf- 
fic handled.” 

COSTS ADVANCE 

rhe report added As a result 
of government regulations rates 
both passenger and freight, were 
maintained at the 1941 level.
